* 1. That our moſt gracious Soveraigne Lord King Charles 
may be ſpeedily and honourably received to a fſafc Treaty 
with the two Houſes of Parliament , for the firme ſerling 
of z well-grounded Peace , both in Churcb and { ommon- 
wealth , as alſo of his owne juſt Rights , and of the Rights 
of Parliament, |
